Tax bill compromised

Both 
President Ford and Congress are 
claiming victory in blocking a Jan. I 
tax increase, but the clear winner is the 
American taxpayer. 
Neither side wanted to be “the grinch 
that 
stole 
Christmas,” 
said 
Sen. 
Russell B. Long, who helped draft the 
compromise proposal. 
Without Friday’s agreement, tem­ 
porary tax cuts earlier this year would 
have ended and a typical worker would 
have faced a tax increase of up to $6 per 
week. 
The bill provides for a slight ex­ 
pansion of the 1975 tax cuts. The goal is 


to keep a person’s tax withholding rate 
at the same level in 1976 as in 1975, 
despite increases in most wages. 
The compromise ended an impasse 
that developed Thursday over the bill 
to extend the 1975 tax cuts into 1976. 
President Ford refused to accept the

bill first passed by Congress because it 
did not contain a spending ceiling for 
fiscal 1977.

Senate bans money 
meddling in Angola 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford says a Senatepassed ban on 
covert U.S. military aid in Angola 
would “seriously violate the national 
interest of the United States.” 
The Senate voted 54 to 22 on Friday to 
bar use by the Central Intelligence 
Agency of any monies in a $112.3-billion 
defense appropriations bill for covert 
military activities in the south African 
nation. 
Ford, shortly after the vote, asked 
the Senate to reconsider before ad­ 
journing its session for the year. It did 
not. 
Speaker Carl Albert, D-Okla., said 
the House, where at least 140 members 
are on record in opposition to further 
Angolan aid, will consider the bill next 
year. 
That left the entire fiscal year 1976 
Defense Department appropriations 
bill in limbo for a month. But, like other 
agencies awaiting final action on their 
budgets, the Pentagon programs and 
the CIA activities funded in disguise in 
the appropriations can continue at 
current, 
levels 
under 
a 
blanket 
resolution. 
The CIA reportedly has about $5 
million in unspent aid committed to 
Angola, a covert-activity reserve of $3 
million and a request pending for $28 
million. 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger said the Senate’s ban, if 


upheld by the House, would have 
“disastrous” consequences for U.S. 
foreign policy. 
Speaking to reporters at a State 
Department ceremony, Kissinger said, 
“The United States cannot escape its 
responsibilities, even by congressional 
votes.... We have no great power 
ambitions in Africa.” 
Ford told reporters, “The sole issue 
is the provision of modest amounts of 
assistance to oppose military 
in­ 
tervention by two extra-continental 
powers, namely the Soviet Union and 
Cuba.” 
Kissinger had said before the vote 
that the reported $25 million in U.S. aid 
already funneled to Angolan factions 
was solely a “reaction to what the 
Soviets did” in sending money from 
October 1974 on to the Marxist faction 
and in staging a massive arms buildup 
in March. 
But Senate Majority Leader Mike 
Mansfield, D-Mont., told his colleagues 
he did not believe Angola’s fate was 
essential to U.S. security. 
Before the pivotal vote on a motion 
by Sen. John Tunney, D-Calif., to insert 
the Angolanaid restriction, Mansfield 
summarized the views voiced by many 
senators during the debate this week — 
that secret U.S. involvement in Angola 
strongly parallels the commitments 
that led the United States into ll years 
of war in Vietnam. 
Swedes and Danes open trip 
to North Viet bomb areas 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark (AP) - 
Thirty Swedes and Danes leave Sunday 
on a pioneering, 17-day tourist trip to 
North Vietnam for holiday visits to 
places the U.S. Air Force bombed in the 
Vietnam war. 
The tourists have been told that their 
behavior during their visits to Hanoi, 
Haiphong, the resort of Don Son, Gulf of 
Tonkin beaches and “some battle­ 
fields” will determine whether other 
tourists will be allowed to follow. A 
travel brochure is being distributed in 
Switzerland offering Vietnam tours in 
1976. 
“Over the last 50 years they had only 
bad experiences with Europeans, you 
know,” said Ejner Berthelsen, the 53- 
year-old tour guide for the Scan­ 
dinavian group. “Besides, the Viet­ 
namese do not want to attract the usual 
crowd that flocks to Spain’s Costa del 
Sol or other such places.” 
He said his group will be the first 
party of Western tourists to visit North 
Vietnam. 
The Swiss brochure tells potential 
visitors 
they 
will 
find 
unspoiled 
beaches, dreamy islands and “quiet 
and peaceful scenery” in North Viet­ 
nam. 
“North Vietnam has recovered from 
decades of conflict with breathtaking 
speed,” the leaflet says. “It is now pre­ 
paring for a new modern kind of in­ 
vasion — that of tourism.” 
Tickets for the tour purchased in 
Switzerland are advertised at $1,800 for 
18 days. The first group is paying 
$1,275, said Berthelsen, who works for 
the Folketurist Travel Agency which 
specializes in trips to Communist 
countries. 
He said Hanoi authorities made it 
known to his agency that other West

Tax freeze plan feared illegal

— 
Democratic legislative leaders say 
they think Gov. James A. Rhodes’ plan 
to have the Board of Tax Appeals 
freeze unvoted property taxes is illegal. 
House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., 
D-89 New Boston, and Senate Majority 
Leader Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Akron, also 
told a news conference Friday they 
may try to block it in court if the board 
approves die plan at a Jan. 22 hearing. 
Riffe said the legislature has had 
under study “for several months” a bill 
that would make significant changes in 
property tax procedures including a 
possible freeze on hikes that now can be 
implemented as a result of inflationary 
increases in property values. 
“I don’t think the board has that kind 
of authority,” said the speaker. In 
response to a question, he called court 
action, if the board goes ahead, “a defi­ 
nite possibility.” 
The speaker contended the only legal 
way to effect the freeze would be 


through legislation or a constitutional 
amendment 
approved 
by 
voters. 
“We’re going to take a look at it,” he 
said. 
Rhodes’ approach to the problem was 
“irresponsible,” he added. In a joint 
statement distributed to newsmen, the 
leaders accused Rhodes of trying to 
grab headlines, saying they “readily 
concede (his) ability to do that.” 
Ocasek, an educator himself, said he 
visits about 150 schools a year and has 
seen no evidence of bad management. 
The Akron lawmaker also scored the 
Republican governor for his attack 
earlier this week against school ad­ 
ministrators. 
He 
denied 
Rhodes’ 
charge that Ohio’s schools are being 
mismanaged and added “it’s a nice 
cliche to say that our schools are being 
mismanaged. He’s just taking pot shots 
to get headlines.” 
The majority party spokesman said 
Democrats stand ready to block any 
proposed delay by the State Controlling 


Board at its meeting Monday of a 
December 
state 
school 
subsidy. 
However, there appeared a chance that 
Budget 
Director 
Howard 
Collier 
wouldn’t have to ask for the delay. 
Earlier, Collier said he would ask 
that the state hold up the $57 million 
due in basic aid, but release $143 
million due the local school districts to 
implement Ohio’s new “equal yield” 
formula. Ocasek said Democrats would 
insist that if the state can’t pay all of its 
bills in December, a low revenue 
month, others besides the schools will 
have to wait for their money. 
However, due to requests of ad­ 
ministrators who said they’d rather the 
delay come in January rather than 
December, Collier’s office was trying 
to determine if the problem can be put 
off a month.

New York imposes stiff taxes 


ALBANY, N Y. (AP) - The New 
York State legislature imposed a $600 
million tax increase on corporations 
and banks early today, then ended a 
year-long session that featured one 
crisis after another. 
The approval of the tax bill came 
shortly before 4 a.m. Senate Majority 
Leader Warren Anderson had to put 
down a last-minute revolt by his Re­ 
publican colleagues. 
The tax bill, which Gov. Hugh Carey 
is expected to sign into law, would have 
no direct impact on citizens in general. 
But it would confront thousands of 
businesses with unexpected end-of-the- 
year tax bills. Opponents warned it 
would drive firms and jobs from the 
state and force higher consumer 
prices. 
There is also a possibility that the 
legislature will impose other tax in­ 
creases — which would affect tax­ 
payers in general — after the 1976 
session begins Jan. 7. 
Republicans have pledged to resist 
any further such increases. But without 
more taxes the tax plan as it stands 
would require $300 million in budget 
cuts to balance the budget. Carey is 
already planning $600 million in cuts 
and has already begun firing state 
workers. 
Approval of the corporation and bank 
tax represented a substantial con­ 
cession 
by 
Anderson 
and 
other 
Republicans 
to Carey. They had 
resisted his call for tax hikes for nearly 
a year. 
But Anderson, who said only last 
week that tax increases were “not a 
subject for negotiation,” was forced to 
give in because of warnings from bank­ 
ers that the state’s credit — already 
shaken by New York City’s fiscal crisis 
— could be wrecked if the state did not 
balance its budget. 
When the lawmakers adjourned, they 
had completed 12 months of struggle 
with a seemingly endless series of fi­ 
nancial crises which engulfed New 
York City, the city of Yonkers, the state 
Urban Development Corp., and the 
state government itself. 
Anderson persuaded IO of his 33 
fellow Republicans to support the tax 
bill, which passed the Senate 31 to 24 
with heavy Democratic support. 
The bill had cleared the Assembly 


earlier in the morning, 76 to 59, despite 
solid Republican opposition. 
The legislature’s tax package, to 
produce $600 million over 15 months, 
will raise the basic income-tax rate on 
corporations from 9 per cent to IO per 
cent, retroactive to Jan. 1,1975, and put 
a retroactive 20 per cent surcharge on 


the corporate franchise tax for the 
current calendar year. 


Income taxes on banks will be raised 
from the current 8 per cent to 12 per 
cent retroactive to Jan. 1,1975, with an 
additional 30 per cent surcharge for 
this calendar year and next.

World government backers 


rap U.S. record in U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (AP) - 
The 
world 
federalists, 
inveterate 
promoters of world government, have 
given the United States one of the 
lowest Scores in their annual survey of 
how countries voted on “world order” 
issues at the U.N. General Assembly. 
Sweden piled up the best record and 
the United States ranked sixth from the 
bottom of the list of 139 countries 
scored on their votes in the just- 
completed assembly. 
By world federalist standards, the 
United States voted worse than all 
European and all Communist countries 
except Albania and the new Khmer 
Rouge regime in Cambodia. 
The survey scored countries “right” 
or “wrong” on 20 assembly resolutions 


based on the federalists’ estimates of 
whether they “contribute to world or­ 
der” or “lead away from it,” said 
Donald F. Keys, U.N. representative of 
the 
World 
Association 
of 
World 
Federalists. 
Keys, who has conducted the survey 
for six consecutive years, said an at­ 
tempt is made to judge the issues from 
“the best interests of the world at 
large” rather than individual coun­ 
tries’ interests. 
Norman Cousins, editor of Saturday 
Review magazine, is president of the 
world association, which claims about 
60,000 members in 30 countries, in­ 
cluding about 15,000 in the United 
States and Canada. Headquarters is in 
Amsterdam.

Without the extension, an average 
family of four earning $15,000 a year 
would have paid $180 more per year on 
an annual basis. Under the new bill 
they would actually pay $1,519 on 1976 
income, or $60 less than on 1975 ear­ 
nings.

Morton’s capitulation 


Another View 


Secretary of Commerce Rogers 
C.B. Morton was on shaky ground in 
seeking 
to 
withold 
documents 
subpoenaed by the House Commerce 
subcommittee on investigations and 
oversight. 
This 
was 
tacitly 
acknowledged in his capitulation to 
the demand when it seemed there 
were enough votes on the full 
Commerce Committee to recom­ 
mend a House contempt citation. 
What the subcommittee sought 
from 
Morton 
was 
material 
disclosing 
the 
involvement 
of 
American businesses in the Arab 
boycott of Israel. Specifically, the 
congressmen 
want 
U.S. 
firms’ 
reports on Arab contract offers 
requiring 
that 
bidders 
not 
be 


managed by Jews or have business 
ties with Israel. The relevancy of 
such information to an inquiry into 
possible 
unfair 
trade 
practices 
strikes us as being beyond dispute. 
Morton did not maintain that the 
information desired was irrelevant. 
He sought, rather, to withold the 
reports on grounds that under the 
Export Administration Act he is 
impowered to keep information 
confidential on grounds of national 
interest. 
The 
secretary 
offered 
no 
satisfactory explanation of how 
withholding the desired information 
in this case would have served the 
national interest. It was not on this 
basis, however, that the contempt 


action was initiated. 
The sub­ 
committee claimed - rightly, in our 
judgment 
- 
that 
Congress 
is 
exempted by implication from the 
confidentiality provision. 
If this were not so - if vital in­ 
formation 
could 
be 
arbitrarily 
withheld by the commerce secretary 
- congress would be severely han­ 
dicapped 
in 
performing 
its 
legislative function. At the same 
time, it must be said that Congress 
has 
an 
obligation 
to 
exercise 
responsible control over information 
received. With assurances to this 
effect made by the subcommittee 
chairman, the agreement between 
Congress and Morton is in itself in 
the national interest.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - More than 
500 of Ohio’s 948 nursing homes are not 
in compliance with fire sprinkler sys­ 
tem requirements less than two weeks 
before the compliance deadline, a 
Cincinnati legislator says. 
Rep. Norman A. Murdock, R-21 
Cincinnati, said only 277 homes are in 
full compliance with the regulations as 
the Jan. 1 deadline approaches. 
“It is time that you proceed with 
license revocation 
actions 
against 
those nursing homes not in com­ 
pliance,” Murdock said in a letter to 
Dr. John Ackerman, state health direc­ 
tor. 
“I am not anxious to put on the street 
hundreds or thousands of nursing home 
residents living in homes not in com­ 
pliance, with the law,” Murdock said. 
“But we must make a choice and take a 
position.” 
Murdock 
sponsored 
the 
original 
legislation in 1972 which set a Jan. 1, 
1975, deadline for compliance. That 
was amended to give nursing homes an 
extra year to meet the standards. 
Despite the extra year, Murdock 
said, too many nursing homes have 
been slow in meeting the standards. 
He said 40 have flatly refused to 
install the systems, 16 have made only 
promises, 248 either are getting or have 
signed contracts, 124 are having the 
system installed, 13 have the system 
installed but not operational, 57 have 
systems with major deficiencies and 
163 have systems with minor defi­ 
ciencies. 
“We have waited long enough in Ohio 
and, in my opinion, have jeopardized 
the health and safety of the aged (and) 
infirmed housed in 
those nursing 
homes,” Murdock said. 


Bare facts eyed 
on male nudity 


NEW YORK (AP) - To show or not 
to show. That is the question again 
confronting the women’s magazines 
that cater more to sex 
than 
to 
traditional homemaking chores. 
At least one of those provocative 
magazines has decided that pictures of 
totally nude men simply don’t turn 
women on. Starting with its March is­ 
sue, 
two-year-old 
Viva, 
which 
pioneered with daring photos of the 
naked glory of manhood, will no longer 
use male frontal nudity. 
“ It just doesn’t seem to mean 
anything 
to women,” 
said Kathy 
Keeton, Viva’s editor. “Womeq get 
turned 
on 
by 
personality, 
not 
physique.” 
At Playgirl, with its full color, four- 
page fold-outs of naked men, editor 
Marin Scott Milam said she disagreed 
with Miss Keeton’s views. 
“Women want to see more male 
nudes. They love it. We’re in fact ad­ 
ding more pages to our centerfold 
features,” said Mrs. Milam, noting that 
Playgirl’s circulation was up to 1.2 
million in three years. 
Viva decided to show all in its fourth 
issue in response to hundreds of letters 
from women who objected to discreetly 
placed towels and shadows on male 
centerfolds 
that 
only 
teased 
the 
imagination. 
“But we realized we’d been listening 
to a vocal minority. Women are far 
more conservative than we’d thought,” 
said Miss Keeton. 
She cited as factors in dropping 
frontal nudity: minimal growth in

Old bones 
discovered 


CLEVELAND (AP)—The bones of 
several large persons approaching the 
size of modern man have been found in 
Ethiopia by Cleveland anthropologist 
Dr. Carl Johanson. 
Johanson, who last year discovered a 
3 million-year-old skeleton of a woman, 
cabled the National Geographic Society 
recently that his find is “exceptional 
because of antiquity and presents 
many possibilites for study- of man’s 
ancestors.” 
He said he found the remains of 
several adults and several infants. One 
nearly complete hand, almost modern 
in size, was capable of grasping and 
probably also of fine movements, he 
said. 
The anthropologist said the group 
closely resembles fossils of homo 
sapiens found in East Rudolf, Olduvai 
and Laetolil, and is among the oldest 
definite evidence for the ancestry of 
modern man. 
Johanson’s finds will be brought to 
the Cleveland Museum of Natural 
History for study.

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The Farm Notebook 
Deadline near for barrow show 


Debate teams eye 
food supply plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Ford 
administration’s views on world food 
supply 
management, 
generally 
oriented to free markets, is being fed 
by the Agriculture Department to 
18.000 high-school debate teams. 
A spokesman said the views, in­ 
cluded in a 15-page YSDA booklet, 
represent “by and large” the White 
House position on international food 
reserves. It cost about $4,000 to prepare 
100.000 copies. Five are being sent to 
each of the schools, which include both 
public and private institutions. 
Claude W. Gifford, director of the 
department’s Office of Communication 
which is handling the project, said in an 
enclosed note to debaters and coaches 
that the report was developed “in 
response to requests from across the 
country” for material related to the 
1975-76 debate topic: “Resolved: the 
development and allocation of scarce 
world resources should be controlled by 
an international organization.”

Further, it said, international control 
“would require that nations relinquish 
an important part of their sovereignty 
... to an entity beyond their borders.” 
The 
President’s Sept. 
18, 
1974, 
proposal to the United Nations was 
cited in which he said the United States 
favored “a system” of international 
.food reserves which Ford said should 
help protect hungry people in times of 
short harvests. 
“This system will work best if each 
nation 
is 
made 
responsible 
for 
managing the reserves that it will have 
available,” Ford was quoted. The 
report said that was “the key” to his 
proposal.

WASHINGTON (AP) - After years 
of financial setbacks, the cattle feeding 
industry appears to be making a 
comeback and probably will continue 
to gain strength if prices hold up as well 
as they have been, according to 
Agriculture Department economists. 
As of Dec. I, the department said 
Monday, cattle being fed for slaughter 
in seven key states totaled 8,252,000 
head, up 25 per cent from a year 
earlier. It was the third monthly in­ 
crease in a row. 
Until this fall, feedlot inventories 
have lagged below year-earlier levels 
since 1973 as producers cut back 
because of high costs in relation to live­ 
stock prices. 
Now, with bumper grain harvests 
and lower feed costs, feedlots are 
showing more activity. Also, cattle 
prices are much higher than they were 
a year ago or early in 1975. 
The seven-state report also showed 
that placements of new cattle in 
feedlots last month totaled 1,955,000

steps in to slow down exports so that 
prices drop below the farmers’ cost of 
production. 
“We have to reassure the farmer that 
the food he produces is not just 
sustaining life in other countries, but 
that he also can be able to survive 
economically if he produces this food.” 
The conference is meeting through 
Tuesday at the Academy for Con­ 
temporary Problems, sponsored by the 
committee on food policy of the 
Lieutenant Governors Conference and 
the food supply and agriculture task 
force of the National Conference of 
State Legislatures. The 3-day session is 
to concentrate on agricultural exports 
and their domestic implications. 
Schmit said that the Amercian 
consumer may have to be reconciled to 
rising food costs. 
“There is no way food prices can 
remain stable if no other prices are. 
Americans complain about the high 
cost for beef but they will go out and 
pay more for a color television or au­ 
tomobile,” he said. 


1974. Officials said the seven states 
included in the monthly survey account 
for about one-third of the nation’s 
grain-fed beef. 
According to USDA analysts, the 25 
per cent increase in the Dec. I in­ 
ventory was about in line with what had 
been expected . They also say that the 
momentum will continue well into next 
year if prices hold up. 
Meanwhile, 1975 total beef output is 
estimated to be up about 5 per cent 
from last year, but all of the gain stems 
from the increased slaughter of cows, 
calves and other “nonfed” animals 
which receive little or no grain. 
Marketings of fed cattle this year are 
expected to be the smallest since 1966. 
But cow slaughter is up 50 per cent 
from 1974 to record levels as producers 
thin out breeding herds. In the last six 
months of 1975, cow slaughter will be 
more than in all of 1973 before the 
cutback in feedlot operations took hold.

One thing about photography 
— you never stop learning. 


Even professionals,supposed­ 
ly at the top of their craft, stop 
periodically to “ replenish” or 
re-examine the basics and ex­ 
plore new specialties in photog­ 
raphy. That facet of the art 
was emphasized once again 
when I attended a recent two- 
day regional session featuring 
expert instruction. 
It was the 15th annual confer­ 
ence of the lively Long Island 
Professional 
Photographers 
Assn. in a joint meeting with 
the Professional Photographers 
of America. They listened to, 
and applauded, Peter Nicastro 
of Garfield, N .J., a great talent 
among pros but one who stirs 
things up and challenges pho­ 
tographers to think about each 
step in portrait lighting, his 
specialty. He has produced an 
audio-visual teaching course on 
the subject. 


They were also enthusiastic 
about Walter Chandoha who 
gave pointers on his specialties 
with cats, dogs, animals and 
nature photography. And Mike 
Tatem, from Denver, who fo­ 
cused on fundamentals of ex­ 
posure and processing of 35mm 
films for optimum quality — a 
subject which devoured the al­ 
lotted time and needed more. 
But Tatem had to rush off for 
his next lecture at Rochester 
Institute of Photography. And 
finally they heard Adolfo Vach- 
ier describe his approach to 
wedding 
photography 
which 
makes it unique and individ­ 
ualistic. 


Much of what they heard ap­ 
plies equally well to amateur 
photography and here are some 
of their thoughts: 
Peter Nicastro emphasized

lighting. There cannot be rigid 
rules for placement of light for 
all subjects but there are basic 
principles which must be ex­ 
plored or experimented with for 
different individuals. 
Light is a tool which molds, 
sculpts or makes a statement 
about a subject. Each light 
added makes another state­ 
ment. You must perceive the 
statement of each light before 
you add another light and un­ 
derstand its purpose. 
The path to better photogra­ 
phy, Nicastro said, starts with 
the mastery of the mechanics 
or handling of equipment so 
that it becomes automatic and 
entire concentration is on the 
subject. Another must is famil­ 
iarity with photography’s heri­ 
tage, the great photographs and 
art by masters. It is acquired 
by visits to art museums and 
photo exhibitions. You must 
make a commitment in your 
pictures and express a mood or 
feeling 
forcefully. 
And 
you 
must dare to be creative, even 
if it breaks the rules, and even 
if it is only for yourself. 
Nicastro’s advice to photogra­ 
phers concluded with a “ T IP ” 
— Think, Imagine and Per­ 
ceive. 
Famed animal photographer 
Walter Chandoha endorsed Ni­ 
castro’s ideas but wanted to 
add more “ Ps” to the final 
T IP. 
“ You must Produce and have 
Persistence and Patience,” he 
said, “ if you want to end up in 
the success bracket.” 
He told the photographers 
that no matter what their nor­ 
mal type of picture taking con­ 
sisted of, there was an added 
market and remuneration in 
the photography of cats, dogs, 
pets and animals. 
“ The pet industry alone is a 
$2 billion market,” he pointed 
out, “ and photography is an 
important element in that mar­ 
ket. Pictures are in continual 
demand in all types of publica­ 
tions and on many levels of ad­ 
vertising if they are eye-catch­ 
ers, spontaneous, dramatic or 
factual.” 
One way to get good subjects 
is by frequenting cat and dog 
shows and making contact with 
owners. For other animal pic­ 
tures, Chandoha seeks out cir­ 
cuses, rodeos, state fairs and 
zoos, and shoots prolifically.

when photographing them. You 
can use food, sounds and ob- 
i 
ects to get their attention and 
;eep them in a confined area 
which can be kept in focus. 
“ Pets, like babies,” Chan­ 
doha said, “ often do the unex­ 
pected and you must be contin­ 
ually alert for that spontaneous 
action or expression which 
makes an offbeat picture.” 
Mike Tatem, acknowledged 
authority on 35mm technique in 
photojournalists circles, dis­ 
played encyclopedic knowledge 
which would fill a textbook. 
Here are some pointers that 
may 
have 
universal 
appli­ 
cation: 
Exposure controls film den­ 
sity; development controls its 
contrast. You can vary a film ’s 
contrast by over or under­ 
development...the more you de­ 
velop, the greater the contrast. 
If you underexpose a film, you 
cannot add anything to the im­ 
age by intensification. How­ 
ever, if you underdevelop, you 
can intensify the film and add 
to the image. Adequate ex­ 
posure, therefore, is the key to 
get image detail. You can’t get 
on film what wasn’t put there 
by adequate exposure. 


If you wish to keep chemical 
solutions at maximum strength 
for a period of time, do not use 
plastic containers. Always use 
the same bottles for the same 
solutions. Tatem said bottles 
used for other solutions can 
rarely ever be made clean 
enough to store a different solu­ 
tion at full efficiency. A degra­ 
dation does take place. 


When mixing a developer so­ 
lution, always use distilled wa­ 
ter. Tap water normally con­ 
tains metal chemicals in solu­ 
tion and these rob a developer 
of its proper strength. Use dis­ 
tilled water also for making the 
wetting agent of its proper 
strength. Use distilled water 
also for making the wetting 
agent solution for drying films. 
Keep a viscose sponge in the 
wetting agent solution 
until 
ready for use. Use only one 
sponge at a time for one side of 
the film at a time. Press the 
sponge lightly on the film to re­ 
move large clumps of water. 
This procedure should produce 
streak-free, scratch-free films.

A good garden cleanup in the 
fall w ill go a long way toward 
controlling disease and insect 
problems next year. The reason 
is that many disease organisms 
and bugs overwinter in garden 
debris. 
Clean them out in the fall and 
they won’t be there to haunt 
you next spring. If you know 
that debris includes diseased or 
insect-ridden plants, don’t put it 
in your compost pile. Bum it if 
possible or bury it in plastic 
bags (or without) as far from 
the garden as possible. 
Remember 
to 
pick 
up 
dropped fruit and leaves under 
trees because scab and other 
diseases will overwinter in the 
leaves. 
Why not make a map of your 
garden as you clean it up? This 
w ill hlep you plan next year’s 
planting, assisting in arranging 
for crop rotation, always a 
good thing to do. Rotate crops 
from one place to another so 


that closely related items sus­ 
ceptible to the same diseases 
won’t be attacked so easily.

Other Fall Chores 
You’re not through with the 
chores after the first heavy 
frost takes its toll. Get out 
there and: 
Protect your 
rose 
bushes 
against winter. Mulch straw­ 
berries and raspberries; clean 
up dead iris and peony foliage; 
clean refuse from the vegetable 
garden, fertilize, add organic 
matter and plow under. 
If you picked mature green 
tomatoes, wrap them in news­ 
paper and store in a cool base­ 
ment. Many will ripen. Or you 
can hang the entire plant up­ 
side down in the basement 
where fruit will continue to ri­ 
pen for a while. 
Store your cabbage, squash 
and other vegetables in a cool 
cellar. You can leave parsnips, 
Jerusalem artichokes and car­ 
rots in the ground, digging as 
needed, as long as you mulch 
them well. 
Protect your young fruit trees 
and ornamentals from cold and 
rodent damage with hardware 
cloth or plastic cylinders (made 
for such use) around trunks. 


Prune leaf (deciduous) trees 
after leaves have fallen and 
trees are dormant. Dig up your 
cannas, dahlia and caladium 
and begonia tubers after the 
first severe frost. Dry bulbs for 
a few days, then store in dry 
sand or vermiculite at about 45 
degrees temperature.

Car pool 
plans still 
thriving

Car pools formed during the energy 
crisis to conserve gasoline are still 
thriving in many parts of the country, 
according to officials who say sharing a 
ride has become a money-saving habit 
for millions of workers. 
The 
Federal 
'Highway 
Admin­ 
istration, 
which 
uses 
the 
slogan 
“Double Up, America,” to encourage 
commuters 
to 
share 
vehicles, 
estimated more than 20 million persons 
use car pools every day. 
Comparisons between car pools now 
and at the height of the gasoline 
shortage in early 1974 are difficult 
because many of the shared-ride 
programs were started on an informal 
basis and no statistics were kept. There 
are indications, however, that interest 
in car pools continues to grow, although 
at a slower pace than previously. 
The 
federal 
government 
has 
provided funds for 125 car pool projects 
since the energy crisis struck, with 
about one-third of them set up in the 
past year. The money has been used to 
establish 
special 
parking 
areas, 
reserved highway lanes and com­ 
puterized programs to match up riders 
and drivers. 
Car pools generally were most 
successful in areas where there are 
concentrated centers of industry and 
housing; they failed to catch on in 
places where population and busi­ 
nesses were widely scattered. 
Officials said money rather than fuel 
conservation has become the prime 
motivation for people to use car pools. 
There no longer is any shortage of 
gasoline, but rising costs and publicity 
about the monetary savings — which 
can run more than $1,000 a year per 
person depending on the size of the 
auto, the length of the trip and the 
number of participants — have kept the 
car pool alive. 
An Associated Press survey showed 
several companies not only are en­ 
couraging car pools, but also are using 
vans to transport employes. 
The 
Minnesota 
Mining 
and 
Manufacturing Co. has purchased 75 
vans over the past three years and has 
given them to employes who, in return 
for the use of the vehicle in their 
private lives, agree to pick up other 
workers. The company pays main­ 
tenance and insurance; the employes 
pay eight cents a mile for off-duty use 
of the vans. 
Connecticut 
started a 
car 
pool 
program in 1972, and Charles J. 
Gudaitis, a planner in the Department 
of Transportation, said the effort to 
provide commuter buses and parking 
for car poolers has been gaining 
steadily. 
“We think we have had better suc­ 
cess than any other part of the coun­ 
try,” he said. Gudaitis said the use of 
special parking lots and buses in­ 
creased 40 to 45 per cent between 1974 
and 1975. 
Tri-Met, which runs the mass transit 
system in the Portland, Ore., area has 
been promoting car pooling for two 
years with the aid of a $250,000 federal 
grant. A survey showed 22,000 drivers 
joined car pools in the first year. 
Stan Stokey, energy conservation 
official 
at 
the 
Tennessee 
Valley 
Authority 
in 
Knoxville, 
said 
the 
company’s 
program 
to 
encourage 
employes to join car pools or ride vans, 
bikes or buses to work “exceeded all of 
our expectations.” 
He said the company estimates “a 
saving of more than 450,000 gallons of 
gasoline this year out of our whole pro­ 
gram .”
